not well for say word two our- 
selves this same subject?

inconstancy, our selfishness and cowardice, that 
has given absolute freedom the use only 
one the gifts bestowed upon us, never depriving 
this freedom however much may misuse 
the gift. should indeed thank Him for this 
gift free will, since enables turn all other 
gifts His glory; and yet perhaps should thank 
Him less that the only gift whose use none 
save ourselves may determine. Sometimes 
would almost glad have Him take care 
for us, give His Blessed Mother’s keeping 
and ask her make us, her unruly children, use 
should.

Shall refuse listen His inspira- 
tions, rely upon His strength, guided 
His counsels, satisfied with His consolation? 
word, shall withold our Adsum when 
hear His gentle call? 

Here, then, are some the motives that should 
enable keep firm and solid the base our 
triangle; creation, redemption, conservation, each 
urging give prompt and loving Adsum the 
roll call our duties toward God. 

And now for the sides our triangle; first the 
one that stands for the roll call our duties toward 
our neighbor. The neighbors that teachers must 
chiefly consider are the pupils whom teach. 
give ready Adsum the call each duty 
that owe them?

Let see then are prepared, have 
the potential energy that should the possession 
every good teacher. state the matter quite 
simply, let try discover have the knowl- 
edge and the intellect demanded our profession. 
know the subjects that teach thor- 
oughly able make them known others, 
have merely superficial knowledge them? 
the matter that teach sufficiently our own 
render unnecessary continual referring the 
textbook and make possible denial any false 
statement, refutation any fallacious argument 
found the text? Many the history texts, for 
instance, are most unfair their treatment Cath- 
olic truths and achievements. Can give proof 
their unfairness, show that their statements are un- 
true, their arguments untenable? certain history 
textbook, written non-Catholic but used unfor- 
tunately Catholic teachers and students, there 
remarkable paragraph dealing with the religious 
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vocation women. found this paragraph, 
there are just two reasons why woman enters 
convent; either she has been unable secure 
husband she desirous procuring comfort- 
able home which she may lead easy life. The 
writer the text was evidently ignorant three 
important facts: the greater number religious vo- 
cations are found girls too young have even 
thought securing husband; many our con- 
vents are anything but comfortable from material 
labor, well prayer, forms essen- 
tial part the religious life. have Catholic 
texts? yes, have; and there would many 
more our Catholic educational institutions used 
those already published. 

not merely the question textbooks that 
have consider, however, but also that our 
grasp the texts which actually use. 
have made their contents our own, can render 
the lesson both clearer and more interesting ex- 
planatory illustrations and tactful digressions. 
certain lecturer acquaintance was wont say 
that the digressions were the most important parts 
his lectures, and inclined think that what 
said himself may hold good the case 
many lecturer teacher. Even digressions pro- 
vocative laughter may useful, especially 
are talking pupils suffering from somnolence 
mental inertia; (one hesitates employ the terms 
sleepiness and laziness). Indeed when such condi- 
tions these prevail class one fears that some 
the blame least must fall upor the teacher. 
While true that most our teachers study, 
just possible that their study may have little 
bearing the subjects which they teach. Higher 
degree has become almost necessity but the prep- 
aration required for either the one the other 
should never lead neglect the study that will 
enable master the subjects which form the 
matter our actual teaching. 

Curiosity characteristic the normal pupil, 
whether young old, and this curiosity naturally 
leads questioning. lawful and pertinent, this 
questioning should but how can 
encourage pupils ask questions that may 
unable answer? Pupils are almost abnormally 
clear sighted with regards all that concerns their 
teacher, and they will readily detect any lack 
knowledge, any hesitancy uncertainty her an- 
swers the questions that they ask.. course 
teacher required animated encyclopedia, 
but she expected give satisfactory answer 
any question dealing with the matter being taught. 
Thoroughness the part the teacher usually 
makes for thoroughness the part the pupil, 
and haziness the former leads haziness the 
latter. trite but true saying, and one well 
worthy being remembered, that cannot teach 
what not know. 

The consideration the necessity prepared- 
ness the part the teacher, brings mind 
certain course procedure pregnant with evils 
that can scarcely too strongly 
that placing poorly equipped teachers the 
lower grades. during his first years school 
that laid for the child the foundation for all his

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Some Fine Points Writing

SEEMS that good writing very much like 

good manners: each composed number 
subtle points which even painstaking analysis 
sometimes loss discover; and yet, each 
possesses certain traits that are hall-mark its 
excellence. Both are the result training though 
each must have foundation the refinement, 
the one case author, the other parent. 
any rate, whether the analogy holds good not, 
there are certain details literature which make 
good writing what is. 

Now the study these details well worth 
while. After it, every bit fine English which 
the student may chance see, the rhythm sen- 
tences will thrill him, the cadence phrases soothe 
him, the felicity words delight him. Nor are 
rhythm and cadence and words all. There are con- 
nectives, and word-positions, and idioms, sugges- 
tive touches, and even common punctuation marks 
which take dignified place among the enchanting 
things that make good writing. 

matter exemplify this principle, 
are tempted confine ourselves some favor- 
ite author; but for the sake showing how wide 
its application, would better browse through 
pages. 

Robert Louis Stevenson once went a-traveling 
with donkey, many people know. his way 
wrote piece music. Not his best, nor his 
most celebrated piece, but just one those little 
Caprices was wont turn out day after day. 
chose for his subject little brown fellow, lively 
and then proceeded portray that 
subject through the following phrases: 

“The rule was very hard; would have dearly liked 
stay his own country, Italy—it was well known how 
beautiful was, the beautiful Italy; but there were 
Trappists Italy; and had soul save; and here 
was.” 

Would lively little fellow,” grig” fine, 
think long well-rounded periods? Behold the 
choppy effect the clauses! Would there breaks 
the sequence his thought? Look the dash! 
Would logical his jerky manner? Note 
his final judgment! That one illuminating passage 
can lead careful reader the analysis almost 
any character fiction, will but observe the 
method the author uses depict it. And part 
that method the arrangement words. 

From contemporary writer, Compton Macken- 
zie, choose this fragment illustrate the same 
idea: how much the thought the style may ex- 
press. 

“Columbine lay sleeping, miniature stolen from the 

world’s collection. The night wore on. The wind 
shook the old house. Dawn broke tempestuously.” 
there any doubt the result produced 
these short sentences, let the reader connect them 
and try see can obtain means his long 
sentence the riotous effect the storm. 

But not only the more active and violent themes 
are portrayed words. Tranquility, too, may 
set forth; and rhythm may serve carry all sorts 


beautiful conceptions across the pages prose. 
Let us, for instance, study some lines from 
Hudson’s “Abbé Pierre.”

wonder Mr. Hudson was entirely conscious 
the flow his numbers. Perhaps not; but one 
thing sure: his thought poetic and turns 
poetry its expression. Let set down 
verse and see what lovely stanza shall have. 

“In early youth surmised, 

Through her sweet soul, 

What pure, unsullied love might mean, 

earthly love had been for me.” 
Doubtless, first reading, the if-clause seems out 
weakens the effect. have re- 
member, however, that the stanza not complete 
poem and cannot detached from the context 
where plays its own important part. Abbé Pierre 
Priest; and the impossibility surmounting 
this condition given double emphasis its posi- 
tion the end the sentence. splendid exam- 
ple, that, what have called word-position. 


This time let try experiment with phrase 
from Cardinal Newman. may present rhythm 
new light. 

“Whatever the splendor his diction, the 
harmony his periods....” Here are two nouns 
with their modifying phrases, the first group hav- 
ing two syllables its principal words, the second 
three syllables. Now change the position the 
nouns, attending only sound and not logical 
sense: the harmony his diction, the splendor 
his periods. There rhythm left. And New- 
man’s ear was too keen suffer such unmusical 
arrangement. 

From Stevenson again choose this last bit for 
rhythm: 

“Night dead monotonous period under roof; but 
the open world passes lightly, with its stars and 
dews and perfumes, and the hours are marked 
changes the face Nature.” 

Here, with rapid three-syllabled feet, dismisses 
night spent the That situation hardly 
worth considering, hence the speed. Then comes 
pause; and after it, tranquil iambic movement 
through the stars and the dews and the perfumes 
the open world. Such wonderful effects 
rhythm lurk all through the pages literature, and 
any one with any sense for art they are surely 


the effort find them! 


There passage from Ruskin which are 
lost admiration his words, well chosen for 
their picturing quality, skilfully employed for 
their virile power, carefully selected for their 
sound value: 

“But the Gothic ornament stands out prickly inde- 

pendence, and frosty fortitude, jutting into crockets, 
and freezing into pinnacles; here starting into 
monster, there germinating into blossom; anon knit- 


ting itself into branch, alternately thorny, bossy, 
and bristly, writhed into every form nervous 
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entanglement; but even when most graceful, never for 
instant languid, always quickset; erring, all, 
ever the side brusquerie.” 

Note the adjectives: “frosty,” “prickly,” “thorny,” 
“bossy.” they not suggest the sharp outline 
Gothic sculpture? And the present participles: 
“jutting,” “freezing,” “starting up,” “germinating,” 
what world action contained their progres- 
sive form! The connectives, too, have value 
their own and disclose their use, the carefulness 
the How guides the eye as, obe- 
dience his “here,” “there,” “anon,” “alternately,” 
travels from point point the Gothic orna- 
ment. Then with final “but,” sweeps away all 
possible misapprehension, and ends with definite 
positive statement. 

Now study English connectives sure 
repay one’s trouble, for just the movement 
door becomes easy cumbersome turns upon 
its hinges, the meaning thought becomes 
clarified dense its connectives are adequate 
inadequate. 

“Nay,” says Francis Thompson, “if necessity any 
criticism usefulness (and surely that useful which 
necessary), the universal practice mankind will 
prove poetry more useful than soap; since there 
recorded age which men did not use poetry, 
but for some odd thousand years the world got 
very tolerably well without soap.” 

The introductory “nay” has retrospective refer- 
ence what has gone before the essay; that 
clear. “And,” the first conjunction following, ad- 
ditive, putting the statement already made new 
and stronger light; while “since” causal, estab- 
lishing the basis for the author’s 
ally the adversative “but” points conclusion 
directly opposite what might have been expected. 

Did Francis Thompson think all these details 
while was writing the few lines quoted? not 
likely that did. But there had been day when 
did think them, and study them, and learn 
their values; and they were ready his hand 
when needed them. What revolution little 
study this kind would produce the lazy folk 
whose vocabulary contains, most, half dozen 
conjunctions warranted useful all occa- 
sions. 

course not mean infer that the 
variety, only, connectives that counts. That in- 
ference would contradicted once their use 
one Charles Lamb’s most beautiful Essays, 
“Dream Children.” Through almost four pages, the 
entire length the Essay, all the sentences with 
the exception about six short ones, begin with 
“here” and “then,” alternately, and yet simply 
and naturally they fall into their places that 
even reading aloud, that almost infallible detective 
tautology, does not disclose them. the 
eye, rather than the ear, that cognizance taken 
them. 

Someone has said that commas made their ap- 
pearance the eighth century, and semi-colons 
the ninth; after that the whole system punctua- 
tion developed. must have been perfected before 
the time Doctor Johnson because seems that 
writer has attained the reputation merited 
his treatment punctuation marks. His com- 
mas and semi-colons certainly bring out unmistak- 
ably the meaning the following lines: 
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passed the night planning out myself the con- 
versation the coming day; recollected all topics 
raillery, proposed proper subjects ridicule, pre- 
pared smart replies thousand questions, accom- 
modated answers imaginary repartees, and formed 
magazine remarks, apophthegms, tales, 
trations.” 

Doctor Johnson, the writers our day, ap- 
pears, perhaps over punctilious, and 
quote Macaulay, who writes this sentence forty 
words using single comma only; and might 
add that even that one could have been omitted. 

“We select Plato, because conceive that did 
more than any other person towards giving the 
minds speculative men that bent which they re- 
tained till they received from Bacon new impulse 
diametrically opposite direction.” 

Both writers, though, realize that punctuation 
marks are properly intended, not 
but help the sense and must used such. 
Louise Imogen Guiney evidently realized the same 
truth when she put four commas sentence 
twelve words: 

“Boast may, are not, immigrating, what 
were, emigrating.” 

And Chesterton followed the same law when 
wrote thirty words without single pause: 

“The glamour the great sea spread indeed very far 
inland and the unity was felt among the Arabs alone 
the deserts and the Gauls beyond the northern 
hills.” 

The placing words one the most fascin- 
ating exercises writing and shows the results 
practice almost more than any other detail reveals 
it. Inversion for emphasis, course, comes first 
this exercise; but there also the arrangement 
adjectives and adverbs, phrases and clauses with 
the sole object producing pleasing cadences, 
though never, understood the expense 
sense. Hardly could Carlyle himself have humil- 
iated with more telling blow the majesty 
France than when opened his powerful para- 
graph with the simple personal pronoun “him.” 

“Him they crush down, and huddle underground, 
their impatient way; him and his era sin and tyran- 

and shame.” 

Adjectives open beautifully balanced passage 
Quincy: 
“Mighty was the transformation which wrought 
the whole economy this thought; miraculous al- 
most was the expansion gave his human sympa- 
thies.” 
The pleasing cadences Jerome Jerome’s pas- 
sage are the effect the placing his words; 
monosyllables, almost all them are, and tend- 
ing produce abruptness instead smoothness. 

“But when haste turned and looked behind, much 
marveled our brave knight, for lo! all the way what 
had ridden, there was naught for eye see.”

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Practical Representation Religion the 
Classes

AIM is, first all, comment edu- 
cational tendency with which you are all 
doubt, well acquainted. refer our present day 
striving for the revival the primitive Christian 
method instruction. Secondly, present the im- 
perative need this change evinced the opin- 
ions leading Catholic educators the day. The 
subject, somewhat broad, has fallen naturally into 
two divisions: religion classes general and reli- 
gion the high school. the latter field, have 
confined the matter the aim and content in- 

the early ages Christianity, preaching and 
instruction were one and the same thing. Instruc- 
tion and appeal were intimately blended and the 
catechism, the béte-noire the child latter years, 
was unheard of. But catechesis and preaching have 
parted company. The former took lengthy detour, 
but its return into the main boulevard view 
consummation wished for nearly all 
Catholic educators today. 

Two elements brought about this departure from 
the primitive methods; first, the medieval systema- 
tizing doctrine; and later, the exigencies post- 
Reformation controversy. that time, least 
text books were concerned, religious instru- 
tion was shorn its element appeal and persua- 
sion and rendered predominantly informational and 
academic. But there are many evidences afloat and 
conviction ever growing stronger that 
should well return our earlier and normal 
Catholic tradition and introduce into our texts 
the appeal element our original catechesis. 

The age religious controversy has passed; in- 
terest today lies the personal element. Changes 
manner living necessitate changes meth- 
ods teaching. There more stress laid upon the 
student learning live his religion. Today the 
non-Catholic world has little dogma and will pay 
more attention the manner which person 
acts, than the dogmas which adheres 
the foundation for moral living. The late Cardinal 
Gibbons (*) said speaking the post-bellum ills 
society, “Unfortunately many have come look 
upon religion mere creed, system forms, 
cold intellectual code. This faulty conception 
due, least part, our emphasis theological 
conclusions, our zeal propagate the dogmas 
faith, thus making appear that the intellectual 
the all important phase religion.” 


Our catechisms are mere digests For 
three centuries and half our catechisms have dealt 
almost exclusively with the intellectual side our 
religion, and children, who have been fed the 
word the catechism, are unable give an- 
swer practical problem. They will invariably 
hunt for trite and booky answer loss 
answer all.

the homely thing, the thing that lies right under 
the eyes the people that prefers. 

not sufficient that admire the beauty, 
the simplicity, and the variety the lessons which 
draws from nature; behooves study 
with care the deep significance His method 
order make our own teaching more vital and 
imitate the Master the spirit less than the 
letter. Christ elevates each finite, material thing 
upon which His parable turns, using ve- 
hicle His heavenly teaching. His aim was not 
adorn His own discourse, but rather bring its 
content into the minds His hearers something 
permanent.” 

Those who have had the privilege being the 
village church Brookland when Dr. Johnston 
the Catholic University was instructing the chil- 
dren there, must have harked back the hillside 
Gaiilee and vividly pictured the Master surrounded 
His anxious listeners. 

“Every teacher knows the value object les- 
sons, pictures, the necessity adapting instruc- 
tion the pupil’s capacity, the importance get- 
ting the mind assimilate truth the body as- 
similates food, the function interest and imitation

methods. But not generally known that 
these things are old the Church and Chris- 
tianity. Where secular education has the advant- 
age appropriating for its own purposes these 
very principles and methods which are fully the 
Gospel and the liturgy. Unwittingly, but none 
the less surely, modern pedagogy reviving under 
new forms and technical names, the use parables 
and lessons from nature which are essential fea- 
tures teaching.

the most valuable assets for teacher 
which defies definition. From its elusiveness, how- 
ever, shall pick out some points worthy note. 
First, poise; unless mistress herself 
all efforts control children will prove unavailing: 
“He must cut away anger for darkens counsel, 
and put its place calmness, which has majesty 
about once attractive and compelling.” an- 
ger, even when seemingly justifiable, not put 
away perceptible weakening discipline follows 
even though immediate results may satisfactory. 
This self-control can only maintained con- 
stant watchfulness and prayer. Here truly the 
spirit willing but the flesh weak. 

The second quality essential the teacher jus- 
tice. Without this adamantine wall 
tween teacher and pupil. spirit revolt stirs 
all the evil latent the heart the child who 
treated unfairly,—it being instinct human na- 
ture rebel against unjust measures. All pupils 
should treated alike. The white headed boy 
should not get any more notice than the dull, unat- 
tractive child—less point justice because need- 
ing less. Promises should exactly fulfilled 
whether they matters reward punishment. 
Our Lord appealed rewards and punishments 
right through the Gospel. The Beatitudes all end 
with promise reward. Those who give alms 
secret; who fast not the hypocrite 
seen man, but secret, God will repay. the 
other hand the unjust steward, the man who buried 
his talent, the merciless debtor all met with merited 
punishment. Therefore have ample justification 
for the use both positive and negative methods 
our dealings with the pupils; our care must 
balance the scale justice exactly. “Unfairness 
notorious stimulus intentional disorder, and 
insincerity fatal teaching efficiency every 
point.” Besides not the image the Maker im- 
printed the soul each child?—the willful 
well the good? and doesn’t God say explicitly 
“Whatsoever you one these little ones you 
unto Me.” consideration alone should 
make avoid the pitfall favoritism, which one 
the fatal shoots injustice. 

teacher should sympathize with the trials 
her pupils. They may indeed small but they 
loom large the child’s horizon. She may have 
difficulties both home and school, and the 
teacher can lighten these sympathy she has won 
the child. Sympathize, too, with the child’s efforts 
every line work. she expresses herself crude- 
ly, accept the good what said and help her 
correct what amiss. she presents you 
piece drawing very much lacking perspective, 
praise the effort and show her what awry.

teacher must have initiative. She may cull the 
best from others but must not fear originate 
plans, devices and methods her own. These are 
sometimes more helpful her than those laid down 
author without experience teaching. The 
teacher should learner because once she has 
ceased garnering intellectual wheat she becomes 
dull and uninteresting. “The moment man ceases 
reflect and study, that instant lapses from 
teacher mouther words.”

The material that have thoroughly representative, 
not only the various communities but also the dif- 
ferent sized communities, small and large; besides the 
statistics have come from the different parts the coun- 
try, north and south, east and west, that they provide 
cross section the results living conditions the 
various parts the country they are represented 
the average age the Sisters death. did not in- 
clude the Canadian Sisters the investigation this 
time, but expect making completed report 
the subject, because they live under practically the 
same conditions those the northern part the United 
States least, they represent appropriate complementary 
material for this statistical study; though course 
not without some hesitation that venture talk about 
them under any such sordid term material. 


Because the study the average age death the 
Sisters this country not yet complete, our figures 
this article are given round numbers, indi- 
cate that they are only suggestive and not positive 
value. Personally, however, not think that the com- 
pleted Statistics will change the conclusions drawn 
from them any material way. were fortunate 
securing responses from the communities that represent 
all the different elements climate, rule life, occupa- 
tion and mode existence that are the important factors 
modifying health and putting off favoring the oc- 
currence death. 


Altogether have before write the account 
the deaths some 3,000 Sisters. Their average age 
death was somewhat over sixty,—that more than 
year longer than the average age secular priests 
this country death, though perhaps only slightly longer 
than the average age priests who belong religious 
orders congregations. There seems good reason 
think that the women religious, spite the rather 
difficult task which they often have undertake their 
pioneer work founding schools where there have been 
none before, actually live longer than the priests the 
religious orders. This more than would expected 
from the fact that women are nature longer lived ac- 
cording statistics and live more sheltered existence. 
The difference not much should be, however, 
showing that very probably there can lengthening 
the average life religious women careful attention 
certain details life. 

Certain the religious orders present much higher 
average length life than the level rate all. Most 
the orders whose length life above the average have 
their houses the mid zone the country, neither far 
north nor far south. might possibly expected that 
the south would more favorable for longevity; but, 
well known from statistics generally, this not true. 
may some benefit for the prolongation life 
spend the winters, the years on, the south; but 
even that dubious. must not forgotten that pneu- 
monia more fatal the southern cities than 
Montreal, and pneumonia one the diseases most 
dreaded the winter time. 

general the larger older communities have, prob- 
ably might have been anticipated, much longer average 
life than the smaller communities. The records that are 
available show this very clearly, though they scarcely de- 
serve called statistics till more and more definite 
data are available. The reason for this average longer 
life among the larger communities undoubtedly that the 
work better divided up, and that rule one 
asked more than good for her. some the 
smaller recently founded communities the average length 
life low forty years. The reasons for this are 
not hard understand. the foundation time new 
congregations, good many applicants are likely 
received who would probably not accepted among the 
larger and long established communities, because these 
latter realize from community experience the necessity 
for careful selection the members the congregation 
are valuable workers, not for few years but for 
many, that their length life religious makes them 
very precious assets. Not much care taken the 
nascent communities this regard. Some are received 
whose state health makes reasonably clear that they 
will have most only few years community life. 
Besides, the novitiate eliminates more the older larger 
orders, and this proves valuable factor adding 
the average length the members the com- 
munity. Foundresses rule have had bewail the loss 
some very dear souls the early years their work. 


The oldest American community, Mother Seton’s foun- 
dation, among the longest lived the active unclois- 
tered Sisterhoods. They had average age death 
almost sixty-one and one-half years during the past twen- 
ty-five years. Altogether 733 Sisters have died during the 
twentieth century, and their lives represented about 45,000 
years service. They live the average about two and 
one-half years longer than the secular priests the coun- 
try, and about year and half longer than the average 
lives the Sisters generally throughout the country. This 
very interesting, because they represent the old French 
tradition that comes from St. Vincent Paul’s time, and 
evident that long experience has enabled them con- 
serve the health their Sisters very satisfactorily. Their 
houses are distributed pretty well throughout the country, 
and they are engaged all sorts work, and good 
many them are the south, where the expectancy 
life, among the Sisters least, briefer; that their 
average length life very significant. The other com- 


munities the Sisters Charity who look Mother 
Seton their foundress are also among the communities 
that have distinctly longer life rule than the average. 

There one striking feature the average length 
life the religious that very interesting. Strange 
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may seem, those communities which hospital work 
well teaching have not longer but, rule that has 
some exceptions, shorter average length life than the 
communities that are strictly teaching congregations, 
might very well expected that the training given many 
the Sisters nurses hospital, and the association 
many them with the regular trained nurses and with 
the physicians, would quite enough furnish them 
with body precious information regarding health, and 
especially modern hygiene and sanitation, that would en- 
able them maintain health and strength longer and 
better than the members other religious communities 
who have not such advantage scientific medical 
knowledge. Whatever advantage there might this, 
however, more offset very probably the trials 
incident hospital life, and perhaps also the occa- 
sional infections that more less necessarily occur 
connection with hospital experience. The average age 
death the members these communities probably 
nearly two years less—perhaps even more than that—of 
the strictly teaching orders. 

possible that these Sisters not have the oppor- 
tunity apply the rules hygiene and sanitation they 
learn, thoroughly they might under other conditions. 
Possibly the task the performance religious duties 
conjunction with the calls made nursing Sisters all 
hours the night and the consequent disturbance sleep 
lack rest, may have something with this. may 
remind Sisters that physicians have during.the past twen- 
ty-five years lengthened their lives nearly three years, 
and that would seem though nursing Sisters ought 
able the same thing, and therefore their con- 
gregations ought represent the banner communities 
this matter the average length life, though unfor- 
tunately this not true. 

only discussing such facts quite frankly and 
facing seriously the problems connected with them and 
the possibility correcting whatever difficulties there 
may be, eliminating friction between religious duties 
and the rest needed for nursing Sisters, that improvement 
may come this matter. After all must not for- 
gotten that the Church lifts from priest the obligation 
saying his office has heard confessions for cer- 
tain number hours, and something like this ought 
true for the nursing Sisters they have been required 
through special hard work connection with epidem- 
ics, accident cases other hospital emergencies. know 
that due allowances are made most the Sisterhoods, 
but wonder sufficient advantage them taken. This 
should obligation, like the taking recreation. 


Some the communities find rather difficult 
secure novices whose health good that the 
earlier members their community. For instance, good 
Mother Superior writes that she feels she ought 
say that “the young Sisters who are coming now 
seem less strong than those the earlier days, and 
many have have their tonsils removed teeth extracted 
their appendix removed, treated for sinus trouble, 
after they are here but few months.” spite the 
feeling that life getting healthier, there distinct 
phase that expression and good many Mother 
Superiors would echo it. 

Most the trouble around the mouth—the teeth, ton- 
sils, even the sinuses—is due the fact that young folks 
not chew enough food that sufficiently hard 
give proper exercise their jaws when they are the 
growing period. Children are fed too much slops, and 
are asked eat very few things that require vigorous 
chewing. Fortunately they like apples and certain other 
fruits that must chewed well, and luckily too they like 
nuts, and some them become very much interested 
crusts bread. All these furnish very good exercise for 
the jaws and serve cleanse the teeth, but above all 
cause free flow saliva which makes the mouth anti- 
septic. 

Physicians and dentists have just wakened the 
fact that for some time the cook has been doing most 
the chewing for us. have our potatoes mashed and 
generally also have our turnips served the same way. 
Very often our peas are puréed are eaten the form 
soup, and beans are served the same way. 
want our bread fresh every morning, and yesterday’s bread 
sells half price. Sandwiches especially for women are

now often made with the crust entirely removed from the 
bread, and served dainty little triangles that require 
very little chewing. Cake needs chewing, and candy 
eaten such soft form that little exercise required 
for the jaw. All this leaves the jaws without proper exer- 
cise, and saliva not pumped out the salivary glands, 
and result the mouth becomes almost ideal breed- 
ing place for micro-organisms. ‘The tonsils enlarge 
order help the war against the microbes, and then 
after time have give the unequal contest, and be- 
come infected themselves, and consequently need 
removed, The failure chewing also keeps the sinuses 
from developing properly, hence the large number 
young folks who our day have have their tonsils re- 
moved and their sinuses operated and their teeth ex- 
tracted order prevent them from setting serious 
conditions the joints throughout the body. 

The young folks our generation are the average 
not nearly such good health those the preceding 
generation, meaning this the young adults, spite 
progress health. matter fact, great many 
children who are weaklings their early life and who 
used taken away from this vale tears under the 
age one least before they were five, now live on, 
very often weaklings later life. are 
definitely correcting that natural selection which used 
remove many those delicate constitutions early 
years, but have pay for taking care them 
later life. Those who escaped the serious dangers 
infancy and early childhood, acquired rather rugged 
constitution generation ago, when the death rate under 
one year was one five and nearly one five more 
before the age five years. More care needed now 
the selection young folks who are expected 
reasonably long live-time hard work. Without this 
selection, any unselected group that present themselves 
will prove contain good many individuals who will 
need repaired before they can with their 
work, Fortunately, the novitiate, with its quietness and 
satisfaction and occupation mind every minute the 
day, excellent source health and strength and 
recuperation for great many those who enter. 


NOTE. The good Mother Superior’s complaint 
the health the young Sisters who are now being ad- 
mitted her congregation not being good was 
formerly, and needing some repair before the religious 
life can taken seriously, has very interesting echo 
the experience some the young married men our 
generation. surprising how many them have come 
ask thought that certain operations should 
done for their recently married wives. large dentist’s 
bill during the first year married life common now 
that standing joke among those who have had ex- 
perience that any well-intentioned young woman will al- 
ways reserve the complete overhauling her teeth until 
after marriage order not impose too heavy expenses 
over-burdened father. number others have 
have their tonsils removed and occasionally disturbed 
sinus treated. Operations for the removal the appendix 
are more uncommon, but they occur, and there usually 
the history there having been attack two during 
the years preceding marriage, though the family doctor 
did not deem necessary advise operation. 
sometimes asked the counsellor between the husband 
and surgeon intent operating for wife who feels 
that operation will give her certain distinction among 
her friends. 

Strange may seem, especially considering the fact 
that. being out the open good deal, having the oppor- 
tunity spend considerable time air and indulging 
rather vigorous exercise, have come considered 
extremely valuable factors for the prolongation life 
especially during our generation, the strictly cloistered 
religious the Sacred Heart are the average the long- 
est lived among the larger Sisterhoods the active life 
here America. Their average length life, according 
the ages death their Sisters during the twentieth 
century, about sixty-three years; that is, nearly three 
years longer than that the Sisters generally throughout 
the country. many their subjects come from the 
better-to-do classes this country, not infrequently their 
friends are prone think that the mode life among 
the Sisters the Sacred Heart little too hard for 


observance our time health and strength are 
maintained. The contradiction any need for such solici- 
tude demonstrated the average age death and the 
general good health the Sisters during life. 

have already noted that some the cloistered orders 
have distinctly longer life than those who are much more 
out the air. One the orders that provides place for 
retreats this country—the nuns the Cenacle—actu- 
ally has average length life over sixty-five and 
half years, which probably means that this group 
women are living out their expectancy life almost not 
quite the fullest extent. There Carmelite founda- 
tion this country which serves demonstrate very 
clearly that life contemplation manifestly appro- 
priate for the prolongation life. course only 
small community, but the average age death those 
who have died during the twentieth century actually 
seventy-four years and half. course understood 
that only those thoroughly placid and contented dispo- 
sitions, and without any worrying over-scrupulous 
streak them, are likely apply, received into 
community this kind. Their placidity disposition 
very probably index the fact that they are 
have long life, barring accidents. worry, not work, 
that kills. Protected they are within the cloister, they 
live their lives out fully, and so, while there occa- 
sional death under sixty, most them past seventy- 
five, few them past eighty, and few survive even 
beyond the age ninety. 

Neither the extremes heat cold are suitable for 
adding the expectancy life. Some the communi- 
ties the south present the lowest average age death 
any the communities the country. course this 
not entirely due climate. Conditions the Church 
the south are noi such afford Sisters always the 
living conditions that are suitable for the conservation 
health and the prolongation life. Parishes are poor 
many places, parishioners cannot afford liberal, 
pastors cannot afford provide such good living quar- 
ters, and then fewer Sisters can supported and more 
work demanded each those the little com- 
munity. These factors, combined with the persistent heat 
during the summer time, more than offset whatever ad- 
vantage there may from the very mild winters that pre- 
vail the south. Even down there, however, must not 
forgotten that occasionally they have freezing weather, 
and they have adequate provision their houses for 
heating them, they feel the cold very much, and prob- 
ably suffer much from during the three four cold 
spells that occur members the communities the 
north from the much severer cold spells that have. 

the northern communities this country, where in- 
tense cold prevails during three four months the 
year, and where there snow the ground from the be- 
ginning November until well April least, the 
average age Sisters death lower than parts 
the country where the climate more moderate. the 
north, however, also the south, living conditions are 
not good they are the middle parts the United 
States. Coal very expensive, for has hauled 
long distances, and recent years the price has gone 
very much, that sometimes, especially smaller 
places, the convents cannot heated well they 
can richer communities. Here too the priests can 
not always provide living quarters that are satisfactory 
those little farther south, and sometimes the stipend 
paid the Sisters, with the necessary imposts that must 
come off the amount paid for the support the novitiate 
well the older Sisters who have given their lives 
the community, makes further drain it. Sometimes 
there barely sufficient afford the proper amount 
nutritious food such forms would make attractive 
for tired mortals who live indoors most the time. The 
Sisters willingly make this sacrifice, but almost needless 
say very poor economy that would scrimp the 
food supply, for this depends not only health and 
length life, but strength for the work hand and ener- 
give the best that them their work. 

Some the larger communities who have houses the 
east and the middle west also have some houses

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IDEALISM CULTURE, CONDUCT AND 
THE RELIGIOUS MOTIVE

vitalize the teaching religious truth thus 

find living the persons Christian and sacred 
history. Personality the basic reality and truth the 
first ideal. While persons worthy that selection exem- 
plify the unchanging truths revelation, they also reveal 
the soul yearning for ideals the innermost workings 
the human mind and heart. They are concerned with the 
whole range human energy and feeling. the in- 
dividual they are self-revealing. Fortunate indeed the 
group children who are aided interpret themselves 
the light these modes highest conduct. Too often 
however they are left accept reject the morsel 
abstract truth, and look for its incarnation haphazardly 
the conduct those who are little controlled what 
true and good. Yet Jesus said, “Learn Me.” The in- 
vitation too often followed monotonous repetition 
the facts his life for examination purposes, but the 
wealth inspiring conduct beneath the realistic wording 
the sacred biographer passed over unheeded and of- 
ten undiscovered. 


Yet Jesus truth, and all religious truth exempli- 
fied His conduct. Amongst the most difficult chapters 
religious instruction impart the young effectively 
that grace. Every truth the doctrine grace 
exemplified the life Christ, His saints and the other 
heroes Christian history. The parable the workers 
the vineyard declares the gratuitous nature grace. 
The workers did not enter the vineyard until they were 
called, and the rewards were meted out free agree- 
ment the part the master, yet they exceeded 
every case the merits the workers. “And having agreed 
with the laborers for penny day, sent them into his 
vineyard........ Friend, thee wrong: dids’t thou 
not agree with for penny? This gratuity not 
had except following Christ. “Then Jesus said 
his disciples: any man will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take his cross and follow me. For that 
will save his life, shall lose it; and that shall lose his 
life for sake shall find obtain this gift God 
one must ask prayer. “Ask and shall given you: 
seek, and you shall find: knock, and shall opened 
you.” Yet grace necessary become child Christ’s 
Kingdom: say you, the door the sheep, 
me, any man enter in, shall saved: and shall 
in, and out, and shall find pastures. have come 
that they may have life, and may have more abun- 
dantly.” 


Whatever the truth grace that may opportune 
teach group children, can found thus the 
colorful conduct Jesus, and addition the warmth 
the divine fire, which can elicit the love live his 
truth the hearts the young. Even the very attractive 
pictures this conduct given the sacred scriptures 
need brought into very realistic situations for the 
young. The interpretation must add the synoptic des- 
criptions Holy Writ and specialized the measures 
youthful intelligence. must bring the examples 
righteous conduct down every day details that work- 
units practical type may set up. The young can 
hardly use the patterns unless the similarity the sit- 
uations which the teacher pictures becomes almost 
identity. 

vitalize the curriculum idealize the subjects 
that presents. this concept, course, idealization 
not accepted fiction, which sometimes almost bor- 
ders the grotesque. that process which the 
mind, guided revelation and aided divine grace, 
looks beneath the appearance reality and finds the full- 
ness plan the creation, conservation and gov- 
ernment the universe. There deeper truth than that 
which first apparent the senses. This can 
easily seen every chapter the sacred scriptures; 
every detail our life. the deepest 
revelations science well the highest revelations 
religious truth. science well art. Science 
opens the view the truth that God has established 
all the relationships creation; art clothes color- 
ful habiliments please the tastes and uses man. The 
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Christian teacher cannot attain the ends her art 
constructing ideals just for the joy that comes from ac- 
complishments; her responsibility fashion ideals 
obedience, loyalty God who gave the patterns for all 
idealization. What Phedias and Praxiteles did with Zeus 
Athene, for the ancient Greeks, Raphael with Jesus, 
and Michael Angelo with God the father, for the Medieval 
church, the Christian teacher the responsive 
heart childhood with the revealed truths religion for 
the edification mankind and the glory God. 
Searchers after the ideal need always exercise cau- 
tion. their anxiety find God, his laws, goodness, 
truth, providence, benign condescensions, they are too 
often led astray delusive caricatures. They are in- 
clined see more God than pleases His gracious 
providence reveal. the zeal get very near Him 
the ambitions yearning heart may lead into active 
and strange ways fruitful imagination. Yet the truly 
sensitive soul can rely with satisfying consolations 
those faint glimmerings which gives Himself 
the laws His universe, the sojourn earth His 


‘Son, the abiding presence His Holy Spirit, and the 


secure guidance His Church. 

The teaching religious truth through ideals can 
made the source potent religious, spiritual and super- 
natural motive for conduct. always the cause 
much worry the zealous teacher direct the efforts 
the young with the satisfaction that they are perform- 
ing their duties because proper motive. Yet most 
teaching the strange effort made get the motive aside 
from the sources conduct. There are the instruction 
and the appeal made during the religious period all 
the duties the day, work and play, accordance with 
the will God, and way please Him. But then 
the step immediately made activities from which the 
idea God is, least passively, excluded, and only 
natural that the children should forget God and the mo- 
tive which should, least indirectly, referable God 
and His law. 

not sufficient initiate the learning process with 
the proper motive, the motive itself must accompany the 
learning process. The development spiritual person- 
ality through religious ideals not the job one 
other teacher, one another subject, but all agents 
and factors working together. begin activity 
the name God very laudable, but then God may 
left out the activity, and the ending contrary the 
spirit the beginning. motive impels the mind 
achieve. very true that one successful achievement 
leads another, because achievement unfolds, his own 
conscious experience, the powers the doer. the 
gradations this unfolding the child copying, imitat- 
ing. The child imitates self. The scientist his labo- 
ratory likewise constructs with his imaginative power the 
form, prowess, and personality the one become 
through achievement. will not tell you candidly, 
perhaps, the young that achieving for the pur- 
pose becoming personality, like personality. 
that renowned for his benefactions, through discovery, 
mankind. The child does, become somebody some- 
what different from the somebody was just before his 
last unfolding self,—his last achievement. 

the teacher too often numbers are numbers, tables 
are tables, and all must mastered; the pupil num- 
bers and tables are mastered order that may 
become mechanic, banker, accountant, one 
the many types persons that has appealed his past 
experiences, and whom now envisions possible self.

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serious defect the grammar school education was 
the fact that was purely literary. Homer, Hesoid, and 
Meander were favorites, and later the works Horace 
and Virgil became equally popular. address one 
his books Horace depicts its possible fate text- 
book for schoolboys. “Hoc quoque manet, pueros 
elementa docentem occupet extremis vicis balba senec- 
tus,” and Cicero “de Oratore” 1-187 writes: “In fram- 
maticis poetarum, pertractio, historiarum, cognitio Verbo- 
rum interpretatio, pronuntiandi quidam sonus.” Hence 
the boys probably could pick considerable odd knowl- 
edge. 

the rhetoric schools were also included the study 
philosophy, science, higher mathematics, and astronomy. 
Medicine and jurisprudence were considered professional 
studies. 

After leaving school, boys were apprenticed some 
great advocate pupils, where they utilized the interval 
between the completion school and their admission 
political military life preparing themselves for the 
forum the army. Cicero was thus apprenticed Musius 
Scaevola, and Caelius his turn was apprenticed Ci- 
cero. 

Cato’s words his son, “Orator est, Marci fili, vir 
bonus, dicendi peritus,” show that the one thing necessary 
was clever speaker, and then also “vir bonus” 
inclined. 

have seen that the masses Rome lived crowded 
and enjoyed nothing that could called home 
life. The well-to-do Roman, however, lived 
dwelling for one family only. This domus was 
origin and essence home. The family was the basis 
the state and included not only the paterfamilias with his 
children, and dependents, but also the household 
divinities. the “domus” early Rome was found all 
that was dear the family, and necessary its life, 
natural and supernatural. The hearth was the dwelling 
Vesta. The Penates dwelt the pantry; the paterfamilias 
had his supernatural double Genius. The “lar familiaris” 
was the protecting spirit the farm, and the slaves always 
took part his worship. 

“Ante focus olim scamnis considere longis 
Mos erat, mensae credere adesse deos.” Ovid. 

Reality belief life common human beings and 
the gods longer existed Rome the later years 
the republic, for this simple faith had been disturbed 
Greek philosophy and the newer interests life. Cicero 
“de appealing common sentiment when 
says: “hic area sunt, hic foci, hic penates, hic sacra, 
religiones caeremoniae continenter.” 

The Roman house historical times was rectangular 
shape, with one central room hall which was centered 
all family life. Here were the shrines Vesta, the Pena- 
tes, the Lar, and the Genius. This room was called the 
“atrium”, the center was the “impluvium” and either 
side recesses, containing the images the an- 
cestors, the family was noble; another recess called the 
“tablinum” was used the family dining room. This 
atrium was the distinguishing feature Roman house, 
and remained the center, matter how large luxurious 
the house became. When later Greek addition was 
made the peristyle, the atrium served the reception 
room, and the family with its gods retired into the Greek 
part the house. Only very intimate friends were ad- 
mitted the peristyle. The homes the wealthy Romans 
were very handsomely furnished and adorned with beauti- 
ful paintings and Greek statues. 

Many wealthy men had, besides their urbana”, 
home the they 
could retire when weary the exciting life the Forum. 
Cicero know had several villas where retired 
rest devote himself literary work. Since 
have already spoken the life the Forum, shall let 
the picture drawn Lucilius suffice here. 


“Nunc vero mani noctem festo atque profest, 
totus item pariter populus, plebesque, patresque, 
iactare indu foro omnes decedere husquam, 
uni atque eidem studio omnes dedero arti 
verba dare caute possint, pugnare dolose; 
blanditia certare, bonum simulare virum se, 
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insidias facere, nostes sint omnibus omnes.” 


There was nothing any town like modern hotel, and 
since each man had provide his own health resort, 
purchased villa wherever suited his fancy and fitted 
out according his means and taste. Many villas were 
furnished with baths, libraries, and collections 
art. 

Perhaps the first thing that strikes the study 
the daily life the Romans, the fact that they were 
busy very early the morning. There were several pos- 
sible reasons for this; the climate was warm and prohibited 
work during the middle the day, and the very imperfect 
methods lighting the houses which rendered work diffi- 
cult after dark, favored early rising. industrious Ro- 
man began his work before daylight. find Cicero 
writing letters before sunrise, for soon the sun had 
risen would have the “turba salutentium” his door. 
Horace describes himself calling for pen and paper be- 
fore daylight. 

The Roman took light meal before going work This 
breakfast consisted bread, wine, honey and olives and 
cheese. After his breakfast set out for the Forum, ac- 
companied his friends and clients sort proces- 
sion. Every Roman importance liked have train 
friends followers accompany him when descending 
the Forum when going public business. When 
not engaged business, the Roman would spend the morn- 
ing the Forum, conversing with friends, hearing the 
news, attending the assuming the toga the son 
some friend relative. After spending the morning 
the Forum, the Roman would come home for “prandi- 
um” luncheon, taken about noon, while the “cena” 
dinner was taken the evening. know but little about 
the prandium, either the kind food the manner 
taking it. Luncheon was followed the siesta, habit 
common all warm countries, and since the Romans were 
early risers, there was need some rest during the day. 


The dinner hour varied from about two the afternoon 
almost any later hour, according man’s occupation 
and taste. was the principal private event the day; 
and coming did, when all business was over, the Ro- 
man could enjoy life with his family visit with his 
friends. the old days the family took all their meals 
together the atrium, the father reclining, the mother 
and children sitting near him, and even the slaves seated 
benches near by. After the Punic wars the atrium was 
longer the family dining room, but special rooms were 
built around the atrium, the peristyle, even upstairs. 
These rooms were called because each was fitted 
out with three couches, which were arranged af- 
ford the greatest comfort. The number that could 
accommodated was nine, number both sacred and lucky, 
and well suited for conversation. was considered bad 
manners put more than three guests one couch. 
tribus lectis videas cenare Hor. Satire 

-4-86. 

The dinner party often lasted until late hour. The 
guests assumed festive dress, changed their shoes, made 
themselves comfortable, and consequently were little dis- 
posed depart hurry. Fabulous stories are told re- 
garding the expenditure for supplying the food for these 
dinner parties. However, that may be, know that 
age when wealth, slaves and idleness encouraged luxury, 
meals, from being means sustaining life, became 
end themselves. The dinner usually consisted three 
courses the “gustatio”, light preliminary course; 
the “cona” proper with substantial dishes, and the 
dessert pastry and fruit. These courses were amplified 
almost unlimited extend skilled slaves from vari- 
ous lands. The extraordinary and costly was sought, rather 
the savory than the Men vied with each 
other the extravagance their service, the age and 
kind wines, and the elegance with which all was served. 
Luxurious rugs covered the couches, and nothing was 
omitted that money could procure. Gluttons were satirized 
Varro long before the age Cicero. 

The dinner was followed the “comissatio” the 
drinking wine fixed rules, arranged the 
master the feast. Horace thus describes one them 
his odes: 

“Da lunae propre novae 

noctis media, puer auguris 
Murenee. Trious aut novem 
miscentur cyathis pocula commodis.” 
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Such dinners were not the usual meals the well-to- 
Romans, least not all them. Cicero hardly ever 
mentions meals, even his most familiar letters; such 
matters not seem interest either him his friends. 
The “Letters” are worth more negative evidence than 
all the invective wit the satirists. 

appears that the dinner was the last event the 
day, and that work followed. far can learn, 
all retired when the guests had taken their departure. 


The Romans all times have enjoyed themselves out 
doors. Even today the Italian “Festa” scene 
bright dresses, and music, bonfires, dancing and 
races, and all the ancient festivals were similar hap- 
character. Tibullus gives good idea 

“Agricola assiduo primum satiatus aratro 
Cantavit certo rustica verba pedo; 

satur arenti primum est modulatus avena 
Carmen, ornatos dicerest antea deos; 
Agricola minio suffusus, Bacchus rubenti 
Primus inexperta duxit arte cgoros.” 


Many more examples rustic merry-making are found 
the later poets, but the amusement and holidays the 
city are now occupy our attention. 

The Roman calendar feasts had its origin the 
regularly recurring rites the earliest Latin husbandmen. 
From their native simplicity these festivals grew into 
various other forms; some remained religious rites, others 
became occasions licentious enjoyment, but music, 
dancing, gay dresses, and racing are found all from the 
the latest period Roman history. 

The Latin name for holiday was which meant 
day wholly partially devoted the service the 
work could done the farm, and public 
business the city. “Ferlis iurgia amovento easque 
familiis, operibus patratis habento.” Cicero. These lines 
were certainly not telling what was happening the 
time the writer, for was not possible observe such 
strict abstinence from work either the city the 
for the feriae had become too numerous, more 
than hundred occuring year. 

Many the old festivals were longer observed, 
the priest performed the rites, one cared. Some 
other festivals had been extended, much fifteen 
days, order provide the elaborate celebrations called 
This was more convenient manner celebrat- 
ing than having the feasts occur too frequently. 

One the old feriae was the Ides March, the 
festival Parenna”, old deity. The lower class 
the population went spend the day the Campus 
Martius, where they indulged all kinds revelry. 
Another festival that never died out was the “Saturnalia”, 
the 17th December, and the seven following days. 
special feature this festival was the entertaining 
the slaves their masters. 

The real were organized the state magni- 
ficent scale, and were three number. Among these the 
first place was held the “Ludi Romani”, from Septem- 
ber 5-19th. These games had their origin the triumph 
victorious general and his army. After they became 
regular even the arrival victorious general would not 
interrupt them, but would obliged wait for his 
triumph until the games were over. The games began 
with procession along the Via Sacra, the Capitol, 
thence the Circus Maximus where games were 
held. Similar processions were held the other games, 
the “Apollonaris” and the “Megalenses”. The “Ludi 
Plebeii”, November, was plebeian duplicate the 
“Ludi the end the they lasted 
from the 4th the 17th. The center point was the Ides, 
(13), which day there was religious ceremony the 
temple Jupiter the Capitol. Unfortunately know 
little the history these games. Sulla instituted the 
“Ludi commemorate his victory the 
Colline gate. These were kept after all his other work 
had disappeared. Cicero mentions them once, but very 
little more known them. 

All these amusements were provided the state free 
charge the spectators, part religious festivals. 
Certain sums money were set apart for them; thus 
217 333,333% sesterces were given, since the num- 
ber three had sacred signification. the aedile who pro- 
vided the games spent more than the sum alotted the 
state, was obliged pay the remainder out his own 
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purse. When these men aspired the praetorship, the 


consulae, they tried outdo each other the matter 


reckless expenditure, trusting able regain their 
money unjust taxation the people some province 
later date. From the letters Caelius Rufus, 
learn the ambitions young man who was eager 
advance political career. His mind constantly 
the games. frequently requests Cicero, who that 
time was governor Cilicia, send him panthers and 
other wild animals for his games. 

Besides the public games, Romans had some private 
forms amusement. The Campus Martius was for cen- 
turies the playground Rome. The sports were the 
kind that call track and field athletics. They ran foot 
races, jumped, threw the discus, practiced archery, and 
had wrestling and boxing matches. may judge those 
games Virgil’s description them the fifth Aeneid, 
they were carried very much like our own. The ball 
games were all played throwing and catching the ball. 
There mention the bat. 

Gambling and games chance were much enjoyed 
the Romans. Only the Saturnalia were they permitted, 
but such laws are hard enforce, and fortunes were made 
and lost gambling houses and private homes. Games 
chance with high stakes were often part the amuse- 
ment dinner parties. game resembling our “Jacks” 
was played with the knuckle-bones sheep and goats, 
with imitations them ivory bronze. Four them 
were thrown time, the lowest throw was four aces 
called the Vulture, and the highest throw, called Venus, 
was when all four bones came differently. This throw 
was designated the “Magister They had 
dice exactly like our own. 

The gladiatorial games, “manera”, did not take place 
the ludi, but since they were favorite amusement, they 
are mentioned here. Cicero, “pro speaks 
them “that spectacle which all sorts people 
crowd the greatest numbers, and which the multi- 
tude takes the greatest delight.” Consequently, the aediles 
tried provide them, and the “lex ambitu” Cicero 
forbids candidates give such exhibitions within two 
years the election. They were given exclusively pri- 
vate individuals until 105 C., when one was given 
the consuls. 

The frequent use gladiators funeral plays was not 
pleasing feature Roman life. These plays took place 
the ninth day after the burial, and were known the 
“Ludi Novemdiales”. Virgil speaks them taking place 
the anniversary the funeral Anchises—Aeneid 
Fifth. does not speak the gladiators, but they were 
used those games before his time. Many the nobler 
Romans did not favor these games. Cicero writes Cu- 
rio: “You may reach the highest honors more readily 
your natural advantages character, diligence, and for- 
tune, than gladiatorial exhibitions. The power giv- 
ing stirs feeling admiration any one; ques- 
tion means, not character, and there one who 
not this time sick and tired them.” 


Comedy and tragedy could always used play, and 
when presented with competent actors and good music, 
were enjoyed the audience. the days the Punic 
wars, audience could appreciate stories from Greek 
mythology presented the tragedies Ennius, Pacu- 
vius, and Accius, and have reason think they 
were not intelligent enough learn something from the 
plays they heard, well enjoy the music and the 
acting. interest centered more and more politics and 
political personages, the drama declined. 

The shows Rome were also duly advertised means 
notices printed the walls public houses, well 
private buildings, and even tombstones. Some 
are worded general terms, containing merely the giver 
the games, and the date; others promise awnings 
protect from the sun, and that the dust will kept down 
the arena sprinkling. 

have certain knowledge concerning the real be- 
lief the Romans, since literature furnishes reliable 
proofs, but they were strongly influenced religious ideas. 
The Roman religion was, however, never real individual 
tie between the individual and supreme being, but rather 
affair state, and the proper officer was left the 
task keeping the good will the gods for the Roman 
nation. Religion was potent factor political matters, 
since affair importance could undertaken, nor 
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election held without: favorable auspices, and these the 
priests and augurs could obtain not according cir- 
cumstances. 

The superstitious character the Romans led them 
introduce the cults the nations they conquered. And 
these superstitions were preserved through the time 
the republic, even when men had lost their faith the 
gods. find Cicero calling the immortal gods his 
orations, through the whole his correspondence there 
hardly anything show that either Cicero his 
friends, and therefore, may presume, the average edu- 
cated men the time, were affected their thinking 
conduct sense responsibility any Supreme 

eing. 

the cities, the ceremonies funerals, births, and 
marriages, and the taking the “toga were mat- 
ters form among the wealthy, but the poor man could 
not afford house while living, could hardly have tomb 
where his descendants could perform yearly ceremonies 
his honor, but rather would buried the common 
burial ground described Horace his satires. Sat. 
I-VII. “Before this, the fellow slaves bore dead corpses 
from their narrow cells this place order de- 
posited paltry coffins. This place was common se- 
puchre for the mob.” 

The cult Vesta was the one best preserved. hear 


but little the “Fratres and even the Flamen 


Diales, the priest Jupiter himself, not heard from 
Cicero’s “de natura deorum”, which describes thefts 
statues and other temple property. But neither he, nor 
any his contemporary writers, gives any information 
regarding the neglect religious practices, nor the intro- 
duction new cults. The study philosophy had taken 
from the minds the educated Romans the faith the 
gods. Later under the empire Augustus revived religion 
the state and rebuilt many temples. qui res homi- 
numque deumque Aeternis regis are the words 
Virgil puts the mouth Venus, and throughout the 
Aeneid continually refers the worship the gods, 
and their aid and protection. 

And thus see that the whole regime the republic 
breathed ease, luxury, and expenditure. The machinery 
its government was corrupt; its society pleasure-loving 
and indolent; its religion exacting yet unreliable—hence, 
not only its need, but also its desire for justice, equity, 
and truth. Surely, the Roman republic was tired con- 
quest, war and its plunders. looked toward new 
system heal its defects and weaknesses. hailed the 
victor Actium, for with this virtorious conqueror came 
the dawn new era, that monarchy. More import- 
ant, however, us, was that brought with the world’s 
greatest uplifter and creator order, harmony, and 
brotherhood, Jesus Christ. Therefore, the republic had 
been mere prelude the great age beginning with Oc- 
tavius Augustus, the first representative imperial Rome.

Indissolubility Marriage. 

valid Christian marriage where the parties have lived 
together man and wife indissoluble. the case 
marriage where the parties have never lived together 
man and wife, but which otherwise valid, complete 
dissolution may take place two ways: 

the authority the Pope, through dispensation 
granted the request both parties, one party 
the other unwilling. 

either both the parties makes solemn vow 
religious profession. 

Since Christian marriage, besides being contract, 
sacrament, the civil government has power nullify 
Christian marriages. Since Christian can not validly 
married except receiving the Sacrament Matrimony, 
and the forming regulations for validly receiving any 
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sacrament belonging solely the Church, follows 
that the Church alone can make laws for validly and licitly 
receiving the Sacrament Matrimony. have already 
seen that the subject the Sacrament Mafrimony 
any baptized person who free from any impediment. Im- 
pediments are causes why certain parties can not lawfully 
married. 


Classes Impediments Matrimony. 

First. Hindering impediments, which make the marriage 
illicit, that wrong. 

Second. Diriment destroying impediments, which 
render marriage absolutely invalid, unless dispensation 
granted the Church—which possible only cer- 
tain cases. 


The Great Evils Mixed Marriages. 

The fundamental ideas Christian marriage are unity 
Marriage the most intimate 
unions, and every wisely planned marriage the tendency 
married life weld two hearts into one, produce 
identity thought, desire, purpose and action. But 
religion one the most deeply rooted sentiments the 
human heart, therefore this, more than any other, should 
the husband and wife one. Mixed marriages, however, 
instead promoting the bond moral union, are the 
principle mutual repulsion, and the source untold 
evils both the married couple and their children. 

First, both husband and wife are staunch their own 
belief, the result may absolute silence all religious 
subjects order avoid unpleasant arguments and family 
The cold atmosphere where all religious topics are 
barred most disastrous the rearing the children, 
who grow ignorant of, and devoid all interest 
religion, the most important all subjects. the chil- 
dren grow older, the temptation may assail them that one 
religion good another, since they equally reverence 
and mother. the matter education the non- 
Catholic parent favors the public school system, for one 
reason that less drain the family purse, and 
from this and other worldly motives the children are de- 
prived thorough instruction their religion. con- 
sequence they easily fall away from the faith, considering 


Second, oftentimes the non-Catholic the wife, and 
that case the influence the Catholic training the 
children the mother lost. Well vouched for exam- 
ples may impress more forcibly the evils mixed mar- 
riages. Out twenty-four mixed marriages twelve 
which the mothers were non-Catholics, the children one 
family only were brought the faith. This shows the 
influence the Catholic mother the family. All too 
frequent, however, are the mixed marriages where the 
Catholic mother, keep peace the family,” neglects 
training her children and her own religious 

But the evils resulting from mixed marriages not 
stop one generation, for they rob the Church and often 
perhaps, heaven, many members several generations. 
This was exemplified certain golden wedding celebra- 
tion, where among the decendants the highly congratu- 
lated couple, there were one hundred persons lost the 
Church owing this one mixed marriage. 

Some minimize the disastrous effects mixed mar- 
riages pointing cases where the evils were com- 
paratively few. But who knows well the Catholic 
priest, the evils such marriages? the Catholic 
Church positively forbids her children marry non- 
Catholics. For sufficient reasons, the Church may give 
dispensation for Catholic marry one another faith, 
but with very great reluctance she does so, and fre- 
quently only order prevent greater evil.. Loyal 
children holy Mother Church will never seek such 
dispensation, for respecting her law, they will never allow 
any intimacy grow between themselves and one 
who not their faith. doing they will prevent 
the seed future evils from being sown, and trusting 
themselves God’s loving Providence, they will pro- 
vided for Him who cares for the lilies the field, and 
will reap the reward this life well the next 
having respected and obeyed the law that Church 
which Christ said, “He that hears you, hears Me.” 
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The Hindering Impediments.

For such relationships the Church can give dis- 
pensations. the collateral line. The word collateral 
comes from two Latin words “con” and “latus” meaning 
The collateral line relationship includes rela- 
tives decended from the same father, grandfather, etc. 


Therefore, man can not marry his sister, niece, aunt, etc., 
‘as far the third degree inclusively, which means sec- 


ond cousins inclusively. Before the new Code Canon 
Law went into effect, Pentocost, 1918, this impediment 
consanguinity extended third cousins. dispensa- 
tion can given for the first degree, that brother 
sister, for this forbidden the natural law. Cousins 
are the second degree; second cousins are the third 
degree; and for these relationships dispensations may 
granted the Church. 

Legal relationships resulting from adoption 
diriment impediment only when such marriages would 
invalid according the civil law the place. The Church 
may give dispensations from this impediment. 

Spiritual relationship resulting from sponsorship 
baptism, from being the minister private baptism. 
Therefore, the marriage sponsor and his her god- 
child, the marriage person who has administered 
private baptism the one whom baptized would 
invalid, unless dispensation has been procured previously. 

valid marriage, unless dispensation, with certain blood 
relations previous wife husband. this impedi- 
ment are included all degrees the direct line descent;

future education the foundation not all that 
should be, the superstructure will lacking 
stability, symmetry, both. the pupil ad- 
vances age, his intellect develops and becomes 
capable perceiving the errors the inaccuracies 
the teacher; his earlier years, perceives 
neither the one nor the other but disposed ac- 
cept true whatever the teacher says. Unfortun- 
ately the evil does not stop here. First impressions 
are likely lasting and the errors imbibed dur- 
ing the first months school are often retained 
even after the actual school life has ended. 

Take for instance the question language les- 


sons. the teacher’s language speaking her 


pupils not all that ought be, what will her 
teaching the text avail? The pupils will recite 
the lesson assigned, with more less clear idea 
its meaning, but their speech will gain little 
either correctness elegance from what they have 
learned. are all finding fault with the English 
our grammar and high school pupils, even with 
that our college students. Not mention com- 
mon and vulgar expressions, the conversation 
these pupils and students bristles with faults 
against grammar, clearness, exactness, coherence, 
and the like. one questions them, they are usu- 
ally able detect and correct the mistakes that 
they have made, yet almost unfailingly they con- 
tinue speak incorrectly. May not their teachers, 
especially those who taught them the lower 
grades, partly responsible for this faulty speech? 
they had been trained their early days 
school use good English their ordinary con- 
versation well their written class work, 
would they mutilate the language their later 
years grammar school and high school and col- 
lege? And not feared that the reason 
why they were not thus trained may found 
the fact that their teachers the lower grades were 
not competent train them? all means let 
give our teachers all the higher education that 
can, but first let make sure that they have 
adequate knowledge the vehicle which, for the 
most part, this education conveyed; namely, the 
language that, teachers, they are required use. 

Granted that our teachers are well equipped with 
the knowledge required for their work, that they 
are, say, state preparedness, they have 


still not reached the heights which perfect 


teacher should stand; for unfortunately possi- 
ble possess knowledge without being able 
communicate it, prepared but not efficient. 
There are many causes for this lack efficiency. 
Since have already seen that knowledge one’s 
subject always needed for successful teaching, 
shall not include the lack this knowledge our 
category the causes inefficiency, although 
probably, least many cases, the chief not 
the only cause. Eliminating then this question 
knowledge, inefficiency may result first all from 
physical conditions. When poor health that 
makes the teacher inefficient, she can only what- 
ever lies her power procure the healthy body 
that will house healthy mind. Suffering, debility, 
nervousness, any one these suffices keep our 
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teaching far removed from the heights perfec- 
tion; combination the three will make our class 
hours periods penance for both our pupils and 
ourselves. 


second cause inefficiency lack self-con- 
fidence. This may the result inexperience 
natural bashfulness; either case the effect 
the same. teacher who has confidence her- 
self will never obtain the confidence her pupils; 
she given hesitancy uncertainty, her pu- 
pils will even doubt that she herself possesses the 
knowledge she supposed impart. When deal- 
ing with very young children unwise voice 
one’s ignorance, but the case older students 
far better frankly admit this ignorance, least 
with regard some one specified fact, than of- 
fer vague and unsatisfactory answer. 
ers Should not course ignorant any fact ac- 
tually included the lesson that are teaching, 
but are not required, nor should expected, 
have ready answer questions concerning out- 
side subjects. 

Again inefficiency may come from adapt- 
ability. Some teachers are like iron; the fiery or- 
deal class undisciplined pupils about the 
only thing that can render them malleable. 
ordeal would probably avoided the teacher 
studied her class with view finding out the way 
which could best handled. Adaptability 
indeed one the most important factors disci- 
pline. Tact frequently succeeds where force proves 
complete failure; sympathy wins what 
necessary assumption authority alienates; kind- 
ness gains friend when sarcasm makes enemy. 
Pupils, well teachers, have their own individ- 
uality, and this individuality varies greatly 
the case the former that the latter. God, 
its Creator, who alone possesses thorough knowl-

Hymns Aid Religious Instruction 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 


prayer has some important doctrinal content 
which the child should assimilate. Nothing, there- 
fore, can greater usefulness religious instruction 
than careful analysis the prayers which are com- 
mon use. Such analysis will not only help the child 
pray more intelligently, but will also enrich its re- 
ligious knowledge. Prayer analysis can made im- 
portant factor the self activity method. The prayer 
recited and after the recitation the child encouraged 
find for itself upon what doctrinal foundation based. 
The process will intrigue the child and stimulate its in- 
tellectual faculties. have also seen that very 
helpful let the children make simple prayers their 
own. This best done writing. The prayers com- 
posed the class will gathered and critically reviewed 
the following lesson.

tainly was more than mere didactic effort. was not 
only hour instruction but also hour edification. 
was for all the participants intense religious expe- 
rience which left almost indelible imprint the mind. 
Well, that what catechetical class still ought be: 
hour real religious edification. The fitting and dis- 
cerning use hymns during religious instruction will 
help restore the catechetical lesson its original 
character. 

What could more instructive and the same time 
edifying than let say the devout explanation the soul 
stirring hymns the children sing during the Christmas 
the Easter.Season? trying penetrate their meaning 
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they will doubt acquire more practical knowledge con- 
cerning the birth the Lord and His resurrection than 
learning number technical formulas which have 
lost the savor life. The trouble have become 
rich that leave half our wealth unused. take 
pains unlock the vast treasures our hymns, which 
past generations poured out their very souls and ex- 
pressed their deepest religious sentiments. Some day 
may again realize that single hymn worth more per- 
haps than score pages from the best and latest cate- 
chism textbook religious instruction.

They 
can also made excellent instruments teaching reli- 
gion and inspiring religious sentiments. The hymn 
should have place honor the catechetical class.

source inspiration. course, success will depend 
discerning selection. Well says religious the 
Franciscan Order, who has spent the best part her life 
teaching religion: these only they have 
bearing the lesson.

The best training for business 
one that makes man woman 
know more about his her particu- 
lar job than anyone else, and know 
enough all other things see the 
job its proper relation. line 
with this idea, adult education will 
teach business men and women the 
value relating their job and their 
business the general welfare. The 
young executive assistant who 
does not make his her business 
learn about outside conditions, ana 
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take part well chosen outside activ- 
ities, not only missing one the 
greatest enjoyments business, but 
definitely injuring his her 
chances promotion higher exec- 
utive posts. outside activities, re- 
lated their business interests, men 
and women business will find the 
best opportunities for developing the 
cultural side their lives.

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Model Convent For Milwaukee Cathedral 


FFICIENTLY-planned, commodius, beautiful and sub- 

stantially constructed school and convent buildings 
are demanded today place the restricted, poorly- 
planned, uninviting and unsubstantial buildings yester- 
day. With the present-day insistence health and phys- 
ical welfare students and teachers, sanitation, good 
lighting and ventilation have become watchwords 
school and convent planning. 


The construction the new convent for the Dominican 
sisters St. John’s Cathedral graded and high school, 
Milwaukee, covered period about ten months. 
Today witnesses the successfully completed architectural 
and civic asset the community. While the economical 
factor the construction Catholic schools and con- 
vents one special significance, nevertheless, the fea- 
tures safety and substantial construction are not lost 
sight and are typified the above picture. 

This building constructed solid brick exterior walls 
vided with semi-fire-proof interior partitions around the corridors and 
stair halls. The balance the interior partitions above the first floor 
are frame plastered on wood lath. The basement and first floor are 
fire-proof. The floors throughout the first floor and all corridors and 
stair halls are terrazzo. The floor in the chapel is of tile, and the 
balance of the floors is of wood. The finish throughout the building is 
sanitary construction, the door casings being metal, and the 


doors having flush panels. The chapel walls are done in a rough tex- 
ture plaster, with a vaulted ceiling of the same material. 


The building contains, on the first floor, two reception rooms, seven 
music practice rooms, including a room for class music lessons, a draw- 
ing or art room, and a refectory with a completely furnished kitchen 
and pantry. For the convenience of the housekeeper an ice machine, 
as well as an incinerator, has been installed. The basement contains a 
complete laundry room, with modern washing and clothes- 
drying equipment. The second floor contains ten individual sleeping 
rooms, as well as a large community room and chapel. The third floor 
contains twenty-three individual sleeping rooms, with toilet and bath 
facilities on both the second and third floors. Each individual sleeping 
room equipped with closet which contains locker, and each room 
has a separate lavatory. The chapel on the second floor seats thirty- 
four people, and the seats are arranged in two rows on either side of 
the room, running lengthwise, and facing the center, so that the sis- 
ters face one another while saying their office. The seats are arranged 
fold up, that for prayer they can kneel and face the altar. 

The exterior the building designed conform 
with the other buildings the cathedral group, and 
faced with Milwaukee common brick 
mings. The covered walk extends from this building 
the school building adjoining. There screened porch 
the south the building.
